Résolved, (1) That in view of the fact that the 
law-defying, law-breaking, and disorderly 
classes of this city, for their own purposes are 
ready to drop all past political differences fer 
the protection of what they conceive to be their 
interests, the time has arrived when the friends 
of law and order should exbibit equal readiness 
to combine equally irrespective of past party 
ties and associations to secure good government, 
to prevent crime, and to punish its perpetrators.

DOWN ON DUKES. 


A Good Share of Western Pennsylvania 
Intensely Indignant Over His Acquit- 
tal. 

Prrrsnund, Fa., March 17.—[Special.]—Dukes, 
the murderer of Capt. Nutt at Uniontown, end 
a seif-confessed scoundrel and debauché, is 
not yet out of the woods. There is strong prob- 
ability he will be arrested for sending obscene 
matter through the mails. A Government 
official called upon the head of the Secret- 
Service Department of the post-office here this 
morning for the purpose of receiving instruc- 
tions as to the necessary steps to be taken in 
the matter. Assistant United States Attorney 
Wilson said this evening that Dukes can be pros- 
ecuted by the United States Government. The 
only question is whether the acquitted scoundrel 
remains long enough in the county to be 
brought within the pale of justice. Any citizen 
within the jurisdiction of the Uni States 
Court for the Western District of Pennsyivania 
can make information against the uassasin, 
which, coupled with the production of the flithy 
letters, will be sufficient ground for the arrest 
of the liberated iegisiator. 1 Ot this 
view Mr. Wilson cited the case of the United 
States vs. Dr.Charies Gaylord, decided within 
the last three months in the United States 
Court for the Sou rn District of 
lilinois. Gaylord was ——— under the 
statute for inciosing filthy correspondence in 
sealed letters. There Was nothing on the out- 
side to indicate corruption within. Ingenious 
counsel were employed by the defense, who 
moved to bave the indictment quashed on the 
ground that the statute was technically de- 
fective. The motion was Overruled, the case 
went to the jury, and Gaylord was convicted of 


the offense charged. A motion was fortnwith 


made for avew trial, which was overruled, and 
the culprit sentenced to toree years in the peni- 
tentiary. Numerous other cases might be cited, 
but the foregoing is suilicient to show that 
Dukes should not yet consider bimselt free, 

A greut indigpvation meeting was held at Con- 
nelisville this afternoon, at which Dukes and 
the jury were denounced io scathing terms. 

Turee of the jurymen have been assauited and 
badly beaten since the verdict. On reaching his 
home in Belie Vernon Amaiong was hooted, and 
his fellow-townsmen of the Law and Order 
Society met and passed vigorous resoluuons de- 
nouncing the farce which Amaiong had helped 
to enact. He became engaged in a quarrel with 
an old citizen, during which Amalong suid he 
would bet $1,000 that Thomas B. Searight would 
be the next Judge of Fayette County. The old 
citizen replied that if be had as much of Dukes’ 
money as Amalout had he would cover the bet. 
This insulted Amalong 80 that be pulled off his 
coat, whereupon a young man stepped up and 
knocked Amalong down, and beat him severely, 
the crowd meanwiulie cheering. 

Advices from Harrisburg say Dukes will be 
there next Tuesday to claim bis seat in the 
House. A warm reception awaits him. A reso- 
lution will be presented at the session Monday 
evening draw the attention of the members 
to the rule which says: The House of Revre- 
sentatives is the sole judge of the qualifications 
of its members.“ The resolution then valis for 
the expulsion of Dukes as a man totally unfit 
by certain circumstances to sit with and associ- 
ate among the members of the House, in view 
of the letters aud correspondence well known. 
It is thought the resolution will be adopted by a 
large majority. 


TROY TOUGHS. 


A Priest Cries Out Against the Sins of 
Hise Famous Parish. 

Troy. N. I., March 17.—[Speciul.]—Within the 
last tew days, the dead bodies of three infants 
have been found behind the doors of two Cath- 
olic Churches in this city. In each case the 
Coroner has made a rigid investigation, but has 
utterly failed in discovermg tne guilty parties. 
This siaugtter of innocents has created a most 
pronounced feeling ot indignation in ali circies, 
and today the Rev. Father Ludden, the Vicar- 
General of this diocese, adaressed to the Coro- 
ner a letter, in which be says: 

** Herod sent his slaughtered to heaven bap- 
tized in their own biood, Our Christian mur- 
derers send their offspring to hell without 
grace and without baptism. It is a great mercy 
of God that fire from beaven does not consume 
us. Sodom and Gomorrah were not guilty of 

reateror more heinous crimes. We certainly 

ave more good and boly souls than the accursed 
cities of the plain, but the majority, the vast 
majority, are as godiess and as wicked, as im- 
pure, and certainly wre drunken and intem- 
perate. Politics and whisky ruie and ruin. Pol 
itics regulates our business and whisky our 
morals. Club- houses, saloons, and brotheis 
are our temples of greatest and most 
frequent resort. Night is hideous with 
drunkards, and the streets brawi with prosti- 
tutes, professional and postulant. The guardi- 
ans of the city’s honor and peace are either pow- 
erless Or indisposed to grapple with public crim- 
nals. Indeed, it is asserted as if conceded that 
many of them deiong to, or at least sympathize 
with, rowdyism, and ruffianism, and other isms 
of low repute. Whither are we rushing? Is it 
not time for pote | one in authority and influ- 
ence.to cry a hat? Parents, look out for your 
ebildren. Keep them off the streets. Keep them 
from politics, so called. Keep them away from 
our low places of low amusements.”

Sue sinsled out as the object of 
ber choice a young Euglisaman, lately arrived 
in this country. It was not known 
that the young people had any quarrel 
at All. hile the remainder of the family 
were temporarily absent from the house a pis- 
tol-shot was heard followed by a surill ery of 
pain.

Re Suffers Serious Injury from a Fall 
Out of His Carriage. 

Iowa Crry, la., March 17.—[Special.]—A se- 
vere accident befel ex-Secretary Kirkwood as 
he was driving to his heme in this city this 
evening. The tugs of the harness became dis- 
connected, the neckyoke slipped from the pole, 
and, tbe wagon running upon the horses, he 
was suddenly thrown to the ground, striking 
upon his head and shoulders, and receiving a 
severe concussion of the spine.

DISSATISFIED POTTERS. 


A DECISION OF THE TREASURY DEPART- 
MENT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.—[Special.)—__ 


The representatives of the pottery interests are 
much eoncerned at the ruling of the Treasury: 
Department that Secs. 7 and 10 of the new Tariff 
law, as to packages and inland transportation, 
co into immediate effect. Fears are expressed 
that foreign manufacturers will flood the coun- 

try with their wares under the new tariff, and 
telegrams have been received here from Kepre- 

sentatives McKinley, of Ohio, and Brown, of New

For years it has been a continuing surprise 
that at the National Capital, within the very 
grounds even of tke Capitol reservation, three- 
card monte men could pursue their avocations 
with success.. One morning a few weeks ago 
the Washington public was startled to learn the 
real reason. Two men, Murphy and O'Leary, 
recognized for years as the leaders of the monte 
men, bad almost by accident been convicted, 
and were in the District Jail. They had fur- 
nished the Citizens’ Committee with written 
confessions, These have supplied the 
basis of all the later successful 
actions of the citizens against the 
corrupt detectives. Murphy and O’Leary were 
the rst to give any definit information to show 
that for years Washington criminals have been 
protected by a band of detectives who divided 
with the thieves and protected the criminals. 
In consideration of e confessions and of 
the tact that tney are ready to turn State’s evi- 
deuce, the President today, at the instance of 
the Citizens’ Committee, pardoned these men. 
The monte men were released from jail and 
taken to courtto give bailfor their appearance 
as witnesses.

BISMARCK’S DECREE. 
RETALIATION LIKELY. 

Wasnrnotron, D. C., March 17.—(Special.}— 
Tne proposition to enact retaliatory legislation 
against Germany in view of the edict against 
the importation of American pork will, perhaps, 
be more favorably received when itis known 
that the State Department some time ago, on 
the request of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, Officially invited the German Govern- 
ment tosend to this country a corps of com- 
petent scientific observers to Jook into thé con- 
dition of the American hog and the manner in 
which it is prepared for consumption and 
shipment. The German Government has

whetber our bog products are injurious to the 
consumers. The German Goweroment insists 
on excluding only tbe rk of America, and

This is so manifestly unfair 
that, unless that is discontinued, Congress can 
scatcely fail to take notice ot it, and our im- 
ports from Germany are large enough to make

ABSENTEEISM. 
WHY FLOWER RETURNED HIS PAY. 

Wasnrnaton. D. C., March I7.—[Special.]— 
The return to the Treasury by Representative 
Flower, of New York, of some $400, said to be 
overpayment on account of bis salary, is not 
generaily understood, Mr. Flower was not over- 
paid, at least on the face of the returns. He 
simply chose to construe the law as it un- 
doubtedly ovght to be coustrued—that members 
absent, except on leave or on the ground of 
sickness, are not entitled to pay durmg their 
absence. He estimated that be was ab- 
sent thirty days during the Congress under 
such conditions, and returned the correspond- 
ing amount of ealary. which he had 
received.

Toe argument against R. T. Crane 
founded on his opposition to George R.

Mr. Davis himself and his 
friends can least of all afford to in- 
dulge in it. The political career of any 
man is too short and „depends on 
too frail a tenure to permit of his executing 
a policy of revenges. Besides, Mr. Davis 
can afford to be magnanimous. He was 
elected. Crane’s opposition apparently didn’t 
hurt him. The test of loyalty to the party 
fortunately isn’t loyalty to any man in it, 
and there is no Republican so important in 
Chicago that the mass of voters care a but- 
ton whether his nomination was “bolted” 
or not by any private citizen.

RATIFYING THE NOMINATION. 
The meeting at Battery D Armory last 


was a splendid gathering of representative 
citizens. If Carter Harrison had been there 
and had been able to realize that he bad lost 
the good will and respect of those who were 
present, he must have felt that his fleeting 
political honors had been dearly purchased. 

The significance of the meeting to those 

who are interested in the cause of munici pal 
reform consisted: in the stern earnestness 
visible in the sea of uplifted faces and the 
soberness of the speakers and in the resolu- 
tions. it was apparent from the beginning 
that the immense throng present had not 
collected to devise shifting and vnscrupu- 
lous means of obtaining a political victory 
through a sacrifice of personal honor, 
but that they were intent on putting 
themselves upon the record as opposed to 
the corrupt and degrading associations of the 
Municipal Administration. It was well said 
by one of the speakers that suecess was not 
the only or the main question to be consid- 
ered, Success ina city election may easily 
cost too high a price, The Republican party 
has some honor and self respeet to preserve, 
and would like to enjoy the sensation of com- 
ing out of a city election with a pure siom- 
ach and clean hands. 
It high license is a ruinous issue, as some 
of the time-servers and demagogs have al- 
leged, it is at least an hénorabie issue. No 
man need ever be ashamed of having es- 
poused it. ‘The principle upon which it resis 
is unassailable. It depends for its strength 
upon sentiments of common decency, devo- 
tion to law and order, and a proper regard for 
the opinions of mankind. 

If it be true that this community is dom- 
inated by a disreputable element and that no 
political party ean sueceed in Chicago which 
does not indulge in annual flirtations with 
the seum of the town, it Is time that re- 
spectable citizens were informed of the fact. 

The Republican Convention which will 
meet next Thursday will do well to listen 
to the voice of this great meeting. It need 
not be ashamed to be “dictated” to by such 
a gathering. It should rejoice that it has 
had an opportunity to aseertain so fully and 
surely what the wishes of the best element 
of the Republican party are.. If it will not 
submit to “dictahon”’ of this nature, but 
will hstem to dictation from other 
and less intelligent sources, it will 
discover long. before election-day that 
it has made a tatal mistake. The 
voting masses of the Republican party are 
not in the mood to be tritled with. If they 
are to assail Harrison and his cohorts on the 


ness, they wish to make the attack in an 
erectand manly attitude, They are weary 
of the unscrupulous and groveling methods 
of demagogs and political tricksters, and 
they wili let alone severely any product of 
the machine which may be thrust upon them 
in the fallacious guise of a Republican candi- 
date for the Mayoralty.

HARMAN s “ECONOMY.” 

In the movement to elect Carter Harrison 
Mayor for a third term aa effort is made to 
conciliate the taxpayers by representing that 
his administration of city affairs has been 
conspicuously economical.“ The fact of 
the business is, that Harrison has spent every 
dollar which could be raised by taxation un- 
der the law. Whether or not such a policy 
can be said to be distinguished for its econ- 
omy will depend upon individual notions on 
that subject. A man who simply lives with- 
in his income is not entitled to any particu- 
lar credit, for to go beyond it would be dis- 
honest. In the case of the City Govern- 
ment, however, expenditures are limited by 
law. Taxes cannot be assessed in excess of 
2 per cent, That rate yields acertain amount 
of money, and Harrison has been in the 
habit of spending ali of it. If the rate had 
been higher and the revenue proportionately 
larger, there is every reason to believe that 
the present City Government would have 
used up the entire fund. There is no sign 
of economy in all this. 

The City Government returned some time 
since to the policy of “pay as you go.” It 
was not Harrison but Heath who inaugu- 
rated this policy and prepared the way for 
retiring the scrip which had been unlawfully 
issued in anticipation of the tax-coliections. 
Had Harrison abandoned Heath’s policy and 
returned to the reckiess and illegal practice 
which preceded Heath’s Administration, he 
would not only have raised a how! about his 
ears, but might have made himself liable 
for prosecution on the charge of maifeasance 
in office. Is there any ‘special claim to 
economy in not exeeeding a limit of expend- 
iture fixed by law, or in not increasing the 
debt unlawfully? Harrison’s economy has 
been of a kind which the law imposed on 
him in the strictest terms. There is certain- 
ly no great personal merit in frugality of 
that kind any more than there is in the 
omission of one citizen to appropriate and 
spend the money of another citizen. 

There is another view of the economical 
policy” which Harrison has pursued. It 
would scareely be regarded as economy in a 
private person to maintain a large retinue of 


weaknesses at the expense of domestic | 
cleanliness and the family health. But | 
while Harrison has spent every dollar the | 


of clean pavement, hor even a 
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shift upon the Courtcil the responsibility for 


every infringement upoh economical prin- 
ciples. 

It is also an element of economy to utilize 
the money resources within ready command. 
For instance, a person who, from bad 
business habits, falls to collect-his dues and 
stints his family on that account, cannot be 
said properly to be economical, But Harri- 
son as Mayor has done precisely this thing. 
Ile has refused persistently to recommend 
the collection of a million dollars annually 
which would enable the municipality to com- 
plete the City-Hatll, enlarge the police force, 


keep the streets clean, and provide mani- 


other convenlencies and comforts 
in which Chicago is deficient. More 
than this, he has been a constant 
impediment in the effort to utilize the 
available resource of increased saloon- 
licenses. There is no economy in maintain- 
ina taxation on property to the full limit and 
imposing license fees of doubtful legality 
upon legitimate business and at the same 
time neglecting to collect from the saloons 
an adequate revenue for the exceptional 
privileges they cnjoy. No one who has 
given the subject any attention doubts that 
an additional million of dellars can be col- 
lected from the saloons every year, and that 
the expenses of the City Government can be 
decreased by the incidental diminution of 
the vicious influences through the reduction 
in the number of saloons. Certainly there is 
no economy in opposing that policy, 
Harrison’s “economy” is a mere pretense, 
He has practiced it only to the extent the law 
has made it obligatory upon him. He has 
violated every principle of economy in not 
making the most of available resources, 
while the public suffersin health, comfort, 
and personal safety for the lack of revenue 
which he refuses to collect. Judged by every 
rule of domestic and business economy, his 
administration of city affairs has been a fall- 
ure, and certainly does not justify a depart- 
ure from the American rule against third 
terms. Harrison may use the machine to se- 
cure a reélection, but he can hardly deceive 
the taxpayers by fraudulent pretensions to 
an economy which has no basis in fact.

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THE IRIGH SITUATION. 

We print elsewhere a char acteristic letter 
from Mr. Crowe, of Peoria, the Western 
Donovan-Rossa. The sentiments which he 
advances are not new. Ille has given ex- 
pression to them many times before, but not 
with such emphasis as now, as he is nat- 
urally filled with satisfaction over the dyna- 
mite affair in London, though its results 
were not important. Tun Tum prints 
Mr. Crowe’s flaming pronunciamento, not 
because lt indorses it, but as a feature of the 
Anglo-lrish contest. It would be a curse to 
Ireland if Mr. Crowe’s program should ever 
be carried out. and yet it is impossible not 


to observe that several prominent Irishmen 


in New York, Chicago, and other American 
cities, who have previously been moderate 
in their sentiments, show a disposition 
to go to the other extreme and to unite 
themselves with the secret societies who are 
making such war as they can with the dag- 
ger and dynamite bombs. They seem to 
have abandoned all hope now that the En- 
glish Government has rejected Mr. Parnell's 
amendments to the Land act of 1881 that 
any more can be done by the Land League, 
or that the continuance of agrarian agitation 
will do anything to improve the condition of 
the tenants, and we may expect to see the 
forthcoming convention at Philadelphia 
dominated by the extremists. Even the 
Irish Nation, hitherto a moderate paper und 
a stanci friend of Mr. Parnell, says: 


It is no longer a struggle between landlords 
and tenants, it is pet a question of land-tenure 
or the relauions between ciusses, Dut the irre- 
preasible conflict of centuries, a etruggie for 
life or death between two nations. The irish 
people are struggting for existence, They want 
to secure Urst the weaus of living in the land 
which God bas given thom, and secondly, the 
right aud the power to govern themscives in 
acecordaace with their own wisbes abd their own 
interests. England is determiuedto prevent the 
acquisition uf these things, to keep Ireland asa 
suuject province, to thin and weaken thé popu- 
lu tion by enforced emigrauon, to prevent the 
deveiopwent of industries, and to stifle every 
effort ut nationallife. Thus the national ques- 
tion bas once wore come te the front, and events 
are rapidly hastening to a inal soluuon. 

Thereis no mistaking this language. It 
is stated still more emphatically in these 
words: “if the remnants of the Land 
League are simply to be represented there 
the delegates had better stay at home and 
refrain from mocking the hopes of a sorely 
harassed people. Such a body would be un- 
able to provide adequately for the emer- 
gency, and would neither give hope to Ire- 
land nor be a menace to England.“ In such 
an emergeney as this it will bea fatal mis- 
take ifthe Irish people give way to their 
passions and excitement and accept for their 
leaders such men as Crowe and Rossa and 
shelve Mr. Parnell, The latter gentleman is 
the only leader who has yet obtained any 
concessions from the English Government, 
and he accomplished it while yet in an En- 
glish prison. The most that the fanatics 
have done is to precipitate the Coercion act 
upon Ireland, to steadily obstruct every pros- 
pect of help for the tenants, and to unite the 
English people. Nothing but harm can 
come outof a program of arson and mur- 
der, and that harm will fall upon innocent 
people. 

The odds are too tremendous for a conflict 


with England. The difliculties in the way. 


are simply insurmountable, and it will be the 
hight of folly to undertake it. At no period 
of their history have the Irish people had 
more sympathy in this country than now; at 
no time has their cause been placed before 
the world in so strong a light as Mr. Parnell 
has placed it. If they shall abandon their 
great leader now and turn their cause over 
into the hands of secret assasins and incendi- 
aries the result can Only be increased mis- 
ery, harsher jaws, overwhelming defeat, and 
the undoing of all that has been done. Let 
Ireland make her moral appeal to the world 

gainst injustice and oppression. There is 
more force in the story of her wrongs sternly 
and persistentiy reiterated than there is in 
dynamite. Secret outlaws wildly plotting 
violence that is most likely to kili these who 
are not responsible for Irish troubles can 
only provoke retributive justice that will fall 
upon their own unoffending countrymen,

HYDE PARE’S TROUBLES. 

Hyde Park has a boss, He has proved an 
expensive luxury without compensating for 
his exactions with agreeable manners or 
public improvements. He is an employé of 
a large corporation located in the southern 
portion of the village.. He has in the Village 


Board twe other employés of the same estab- 


lishment. His word is said to be absolute 
with the village authorities, but it is also 
said that he is as subservient to his own em- 
ployers as he is overbearing with his official 
tools. His power has been exercised entire- 
ly with reference te certain private and cor- 
porate interests, and in utter disregard of 
the public welfare or the rights of taxpay- 
ers. It is not only that the expenses of the 
village have been increased enormously, but 
beeause of plain discrimination between 
property-owners and the mortgaging of fut- 
ure rights and privileges, that the best class 
of citizens in Hyde Park have determined to 
revolt against him and make an earhest ef- 
fort to oust from the board the members who 
— F to 
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property in certain localities has been loaded- 
down with special assessments to make im 
provements for the benefit of favored cor- 
porations. The right of way sought by vari- 


ous railroads entering Chicago bas furnished 


a fertile field of operations. Franchises have 


been granted to street-railway and gas com- 


panies of mythical character which give 
them rare and exeiusive privileges for twenty 
years without requiring so much as a show 
of actual construction, The operations of 
the boss have been so bold and far-reaching— 
extending away beyond mere extravagance 
in salaries and current expenditures—that 
real estate has experienced a material set- 
back, and even the large manufacturiug 
companies which expected to enjoy unal- 
loyed benefits from this boss rule have begun 
to think that they will eventually be required 
to pay dearly for every advantage which 
they have secured, 

Three Trustees are to be elected to the 
Village Board in a few days, and the tax- 
payers in a mass-meeting have nominated 
Messrs. A. R. Beck, G. A. Follansbee, and 
A. C. Mason to fill the vacancies, Every one 
of these citizens is his own boss and will not 
be subservient to any but the public interest. 
Two of them— Messrs. Beck and Follansbee— 
have already served on the board to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the people. All of them 
consent to be candidates at a personal sacri- 
fice and In consideration of public emergency 
alone. If these three gentiemen can be 
olected they will constitute, with the other 
independent Trustees, a majority of the 
board, and the boss will be given his congé. 
Their election will rescue the village from 
threatened pillage and assure the future 
management of its affairs on business prin- 
ciples. The boss has not yet put his ticket 
in the field. He will do so some day this 
week. Of course it will be a “ citizens’ 
ticket.” Party management is too narrow 
for his purpose; “no pent-up Utica con- 
tracts his powers.“ Hence there must be no 
partisanship in the opposition. Itis piainly 
jn the Interest of all taxpayers, whether Re- 
publicans or Demoerats, to support the tax- 
payers’ ticket now in the field as they only 
escape from boss rule, 

There is not much doubt that the residents 
of the north end—the inhabited part-—of 
Ityde Park will rally this spring against ex- 
isting bad government. The issue will de- 
pend to a large extent upon the position 
which the railroad corporations shall take. 
There is reason to believe that of late years 
their operatives have been voted like so 
many cattle to sustain the power of the one 
man who has assumed to run the Hyde Park 
Government in the Interest of the corpora- 
tions. It is possible, however, that the man- 
agers of the corporations and manu- 
facturmg setilements within the vlitage 
limits have awakened to the realiza- 
tion that the boss has bad an eye to the main 
chance for himself, and that the interests 
they represent will come in for a share of 
the costs considerably in excess of the bene- 
fits.’ In that case the boss may not be able 
to plump the labor vote, and unless he can 
control that vote solidly his ticket will be de- 
feated. The managers of the taxpayers’ 
campaign can spike his guns to a large ex- 
tent by planting batteries of vigilant and 
fearless men at tne Irondale polls, and thus 
prevent at least the repeating which is said 
to be carried on there at village elections. 
It is not only the people who actually live iu 
liyde Hark, but the large number of Chi- 
cago citizens who own property and pay tax- 
es in the viliage, who are interested In the 
overthrow of boss rule; and the latter should 
not negleet to bring their influence to bear 
upon the corporations to unload an individ- 
ual who, in the jong run, will prove as ex- 
pensive to them as to other Hyde Park tax- 


payers. 
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THE DUKES VERDICT. 

The verdict returned in the case of Nich- 
olas L. Dukes, the murderer of Capt. A. C. 
Nutt, at Uniontown, Pa., was as astonishing 
as it was shocking. It must go upon the 
records as the most abominable and cruel 
travesty upon justice ever known in this 
country. No one can wonder that it has 
aroused a storm of popular indignation all 
over Pennsylvania, and that the people feel 
a shameful stain has been cast upon the 
good name of the State. It is surprising that 
in their wrath they have not wrenched the 
guilty scoundrel from the hands of the 
Sheriff, where he sought protection, and 
lynehed him, for if lynch-law ever had 
justification it was in this case. Never be- 
fore was justice such a complete and hor- 
ribie failure. Even the Judge who heard 
the case felt cOmpelled to severely rebuke 
the jury of incompetents, or worse, for there 
is a rumor afloat that several of them were 
of the same political faith as Dukes, and 
were politically beholden to him, and 
planned the verdict beforehand. They have 
received some punishment, but not sufficient, 
in the indignant resolutions passed by their 
townsmen without a dissenting voice, It is 


a little remarkable Hat they did not receive 


more substantial and odorous tokens of their 
regard as they skulked away to their homes 
under cover of darkness. 

The original crime committed by Dukes 
exposed him to punishment from the natural 
protector of the ruined girl. Had Capt. Nutt 
met him and shot him down like a dog, no 
jury, unless it were composed of scoundrels 
and seducers like Dukes, would have found 
him guilty. ‘There is an unwritten law 
which is final in such cases, and all the 
written statutes in existence never have and 


never can affect the right of the protector of 


a woman to kill a heartless seducer who re- 
fuses to make the only reparation which is 
etiective to save the victim’s name and fame 
from dishonor. But this man went further 
in his villainy than the ordinary seducer. 
Under cover of friendship for Capt. Nutt he 
had free access to his home, and by his devil- 
ish wiles succeeded in seducing the daughter. 
Having accomplished his purpose and 
being taxed with it, he wrote to the father 
a series of the most villainous, revolting, and 
insulting letters in justification of his con- 
duct that can be conceived. This naturally 
drove the already incensed man to a frenzy 
of wrath, and when he encountered the 
scoundrel to demand some satisfaction, writh- 
inz under the shame of his daughter’s ruin 
and the most dastardly insults to her and 
to him thatcould be inverted, he was shot 
down and killed by the seducer. Seduction 
is not an uncommon crime, yet there are few 
criminals held in greater detestation than 
the seducer who refuses to make reparation, 
but this man Dukes has reached the lowest 
depihs yet attained by any of his class. The 
man who could write those letters and send 
them to the heartbroken father, gloating 
over his triumph and taunting the family 
with his foul ana beastly badinage, exhibits 
a degree of cowardly meanness that would 
shame the Devil. 

And yet this is the man that a jury of 
twelve presumably intelligent persons have 
declared Innocent of any crime and have 
turned loose upon the community again. 
They have condoned his crimes. They have 
heaped fresh trouble upon an alréady over- 


burdened family, broken down with its sor- 


tows. There is another jury, however, 
whigh should pass upon this man. A man

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Tue rapid increase in stock companies in 
this State and the large amounts of money 
loaned by the banks on their certificates of 
stock make it important that one of the de- 
fects in the law affecting their value as col 
lateral should be at once amended. As the 
law now stands you may, after having bought 
a certificate ot stock from the owner and 
paid him for it, lose it, bécause some creditor 
of his slips into the office ef the corporation 
ahead of you with an execution and secures 
a transfer of the stock to himself. This 
may be done by eollusion between the 
seller of stock and his creiitors, or it 
may occur, as has frequently happened, 
without premeditation. Even if no such 
intervention occur, and the person to whom 


stock has been delivered as security has it 


properly transferred on the books of the cor- 
poration, his position if a lender is often un- 
satisfactory. By baving the transfer made 


| he becomes an absolute stockholder, and so 


is liable for the debts of the concern to the 
amount of his stock if it should fail while 
he held the stock. A bill, to remove these 


difficulties in. the dealing in stocks in this 


State, as buyer, or borrower, or lender, has 
been introduced into the House at Spring- 
field, Its provisions are simple and explicit, 
The bill reads: 

The sbare or interest of a stockholder in any 
corporation may be taken on execuuon and sold 
as hereinuf ter veg oe but in case such share 
or interest bas been sold or pledged for a valua- 
bic consideradion, and the eertiticate thereof 
bas been deliyered upon such sale or pled 
such share or interest shall. not be liable to 
taken on execution against the vendor or 
piedgor after such delivery im case of sale, or 
during the lifetime of the pledge, in case of a 
piedge thereof, 

This isin every sense a measure for the 
mutual advantage of borrowers and lenders, 
buyers and sellers of negotiable stocks. 
Anything that inereases the safety of lend- 
ing money on them is manifestly as much in 
the interest of the borrower as the lender. 
The law adds another to the stop-eaps of 
fraud and accident, and should be passed.

A Fifty-Dollar License Involves a Direct | 


Municipal Expense of Sixty 
Thousand Dollars. 


The Wisconsin Legislature Oonsideriog 
the Question of a Prohibition 
Amendment. 


The Mitiwaukee Taxpayers, Officials, 
and Business- Men Favor a Higher Li- 
cense. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, March 17.—[Special.]—Nine 
years ago the Legislature of the State which 
followed the passage of the famous Graham law 
unde rtook the work of fixing a rate for liquor- 
licenses which should be satisfactory to the 
State. The result was that the minimum rate 
was fixed at $25 and the maximum at 81890. 
The charter granted to the City of 
Milwaukee durimg the session of 1874-75 
fixed the minimum at $30 and the maximum at 
$200 for the city. By an ordinance adopted soon 
afteward the rate was fixed at $50. Ihe Legie- 
lature of last winter amended the Excise law of 
the State by making the minimum $75-and leav- 
ing the maximum Jiscretionary with the local 
boards of towns, ages, and cities. It is heid 
by the City-Attorney that this amend- 
ment to the Revised Statutes does not 
affect Milwaukee, and that the ‘provisions 
of the city charter exempt the city from 
the workugs of the genera! law on t bis subject. 
Hence the city, through its officials, has gone 
on grantiag licenses at the rate of $50. 
the growth of the city and the low prices of 
licenses the saloons have increased im number. 
till the geveral sentiment of the city is in favor 
0 ing a halt. 


POLICE EXPENDITURES, 


The total expenses of the Police Depart- 
ment, City Poor Department, Municipal 
Court, prisoners’ board at the House 
of Correction and aimshouse and City 
Hospital, are estimated at over $60,000 
for the last year. It is universally admitted that 
at least 75 per cent of this total, or $120,000, 
grows out of the excessive use of Bquor. The 
total sum received for licenses in round 
numbers $50,000, and the revenue“ from the 
Municipal Court is about $10,000. This leaves a 
deficiency to be made up by the taxpayers 
of about $60,000 in the city’s account of debt 
and credit, with the financial results of the 
use of goods for the privilege of seiling which 
the city receives a fee in each case of only 850. 
The financial phase of tnis question has begun 
to attract wide attention among the taxpayers. 
Even under the construction of law laid down 
by the City-Attorney itisin the power of the 
Common Council to raise the price t license to 
$200. But no effectuai steps in that direction 
have been taken. 

The population claimed for Milwaukee, mak- 
ing the largest allowance for error iu the census 
and increase since the census was taken, is 
about 140,000 in round numbers. We now bave 
1,000 1icensed saioons. This mak es one saloon for 
every 140 men, women, and children in the city. 
Adding unlicensed places. gambing- houses. 
houses of ill- fame in all of which it is stated liquor 
is sold, drug-stores, etc., it ia safe to 
say that there are at least 1.300 
place where liquor is dispensed. This gives one 
piace for the purchase of liquor to every ls 
persons in the city, orone to every twenty-two 
families. Making everg allowance for the 
we of beer among ‘Toreigners, it is safe to 
say that two-fifths of ti population, inciudimg 
women and children, do not drink. On this 
basis we have a drinking popuiation of 
84.000; and on this basis again we 
have each of our places where liquor can be ob- 
tained sustaived 7° average of sixty people. 
As United States Murenal Fink put it in talking 
upon the subject. “Sometimes charitable or 
public-spirited men announce that each will 
de one of’ a given number to raise a certain 
amount for some agnounced purpose. Here, in 
this case, wen tacitly agree to become each one 
of sixty to support a saloon or other place where 
hquor can be bouwht.”’ 

Aside from the question of revenue to the 
city, or of the rate of taxation, this state of 
thines bas come to attract the thoughtful at- 
tention of men and women of all shades of 
political and religious beiiet. There is a very 
small element of earnest temperance workers 
here, whose only suggestion and aim 
are in favor of prohibition as. a 
means to meet the exigencies of the 
situation. They bold meetings, make specches, 
pass resolutions, ana sometimes nominate candi- 
dates for publicofiice. But neither their num- 
ber nor their influence appears to increase. The 

ition taken by Tae TRivune in favor of the 
principle of high lieense has attracted the most 
thoughtful attention in this city and State, and 
a sentiment in favor of an increase in the rate 
of licenses bas gradually but surely grown up, 
especially during the last few moontas. 


OPINIONS OF PROMINENT OFFICIALS. 


In view of all the circumstances, THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent has undertaken to interview 
several hundred leading and influential citizens 
on the subject. The views of these geutlemen 
are of special interest just at this time, as sev- 
eral meusures are now pending in the Legis- 
lature on the subjeet of licenses— that attract- 
ing the most attention being a bill to restore the 
law as it Was previous to last winter, and so re- 
duce the rate of licenses. 

Among the leading local officials—both Repub- 
licanus and Democrais—the strongest feeling in 
faver Of bigh license is manifested. Sheriff 
Bently. whose long years of tidelity to the Dem- 
ocrafic party leaveg no occasion to question his 
political faith, when questioned on the subject 
said: “There is not the least doubt 
in my mind that the price of licence 
should be raised. In addition to the 
general questions of public revenue and 
public morality, look at the result of cheap 
license on those who go into the saloon busi- 

ess. I can count from memory at least a 

ezen men who have been in my employ, good 
workmen, who bave saved a littie money, and 
wanted to live without work. The fact that they 
could obtain licenses for a small amount of 
money has tempted them into the saloon busi- 
ness. They bave ali been ruined by drink, and 
most of them are dead. If the price of licenses 
had been beyond their reach they might have 
been liv today, and prosperous, heaithy 


men. 

Mayor Stowell, who bas taken a prominent 
stand—vfficiniiy and privately—in favor of high 
license, expressed birmself as most earnestly op- 

sed to any plau intended to increase the nun- 

r of saloons by lowering the license rate. On 
the contrary, be said, he would even favor 
making the rate $500. There are.” suid he, 
„about a thousand licensed saloons in this city 
now. If, instead of lowering tue price of 
licenses, there could be an increuse to 
even $200, 1 feel sure that the sumber 
of saloons would be reduced by one- 
half, and the income would be doubled. Our 
taxvayers are complaining because of their 
burdens. Five hundred saloons—ove-balf the 
present number—with a license fee of $200 
would furnish the Cuy Treasury with 5100.00 
trom this source. But the question of taxation 
and city tinances' is not the most ingportant 
consideretion. There is a moral side to this dis- 
cussion woich ought to receive consideration 
first. Prohibition is impracticable. The en- 
forcement of the high-license plan would be 
one of the t and most effectual steps that 
could pussibiy be taken io the direction of prac- 
tical temperance reform and of remedying the 
private and public evils of intemperance. 

VIEWS OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 

Chief-of-Police Wason, to whom even more 
than to Mayor Stowell, belongs the credit of 
abolishing ali the concert-saloonus in the city, 
said it was not for him to offer opisions on this 
subject. His duty was to execute the law and the 
ordinances of the city. But, outside of any con- 
sideration of the duties of bis department in con- 
nection with matters growing out of the exist- 
ence of so many saloons, he was free tu say that 
the licouse ought to be fixed ata rate suchetent 
to meet the natural expense growing out of the 
saloons. 

Stationkeeper Freilson, of. the bolioe force, 
one of the best officers ana most ciear-headed 
men in the department, bed quit waking cut 
the annuel report when correspondent 
called. Calling attention to the tremendous ar- 
ray of drunk,“ “digorderiy,’’ and “drunk and 
disorderly,’’ be said: “If the cause of the in- 
fractions of the peace could be done away, we 
could get atong with one-quarter of the police 
force now required.” 

At the Federal Building every bead of a de-

Among professional men, other than lawyers— 
with the exception of those clergymen who 
favor prohibition, and nothing eise—the senti- 
ment in favor of bigh license is very strong. 
Dr. Flynn, a soldier of the Mexican war and of 
the War of the RHebeilion, a lead Irish- 
American, d a prominent physician, said: 
“ Aside from any consideration of a high moral 
character, common decency requires that the 
great number of iow g shops in this city be 
closed. And nothing would do it so quickly as a 
high license.”’ 

The Kev. Dr. Mason. pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church, said: “Don't put me among those 
who favor probibition, but say 1 favor a high 
license with all the power 1 have.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Haskins, pastor of the Inde- 
pendent Chur, a temperance leader and popu- 
lar clergymen, said: only practical way 
to meet the p ut results of saloon work here 
is to raise the license to the highest ble 

int.“ 

The editors of all the leading papers in the 
city favor the high-license principle. The Senti- 
nel, the Evening Wisconsin, and the Catholic 
Citizen have teken advanced ground on the sub- 
ject. Dr. Senner. editor-in-chief of Der Herold. 
the leading German daily of the West, person- 
ally favors high license, but does not believe 
that the question is yet sufficiently issue to 
require the German press to disc 

Every leading business-man interviewed 
favored a bigher rate of license. Prof. Haskina, 
the head of the telepbone system of this State, 
was specially empnmatic in bis utterances. He 
said: In politics, [am a Republican. But 
this is not a question of party. Itisa question 
that effects the financisl, commercial, and moral 


welfare of our people more deeply than almost 


any other. I believe that places where liquor 
can be obtained must exist. No attempt to pro- 
hibit their existence can succeed. But they 
sbould be surrounded by suen conditions and 
regulations as will insure their proper and rep- 
utable management. With the present low 
rate of licenses uny miserable wheip can open 
a bell-hoie ana make money. In some parts of 
the city these tow vendors of liquors literaliy 
swarm. The result ie that almost every day 
our local papers contain accounts of assauit 
and battery, of robbery, and other forms of 
crime committed io these places. High licenses 
would clean out these places and purify the 
moral atmosphere of the city and at the same 
time increase the receipts of the City Treasury.” 

State Senator Stanley. a lenamg business man 
of this city, beurtily opposed the proposed ro- 
duction, and witb equal heartiness favors ap in- 
crease. * You cant tell what to expect from

STREET EXPLOSION.

A Stone Sidewalk Biewa High im the 
Air at Boston—A Man Hurt. 

Bosrox. Mass., March 17.—[(Special.}—An ex- 
plosion of gas at the South End this forenoon 
wrecked three dwelling-hduses on Appleton 
street more or less, and injered a man badly. 
The strong smell of gas caused a search to be 
made, aud while that was in progress the explo- 
sien took place. The sidewalk consisted of 
large siabs of stone, and these were biown bigh 
into the air, together with the heavy stone steps 
of the houses.

MONTREAL, March 17.—[Special.}~—Thomas H. 
Hodgson, produce merchant, surreadered bim- 
self to the police today, and gave bail to answer 
five charges of misdemeanor brought against 
him by the Bank of Montreal. The information 
sets forth that during the months of September 
and Uctober last the defendant obtained from 
the Bank of Montreal as a ioan the amount of 
$157,000.

fendant, which goods he transferred to 
the bank by several warehous® receipts 
and subsequentiy disposed of. Hodgson, in 


defense, says every dollar he received for the 
goods in question was paid into the bank and 
used to retire current bills therein. Tue liabili- 
ties of the firm will not exceed $200,000, with as- 
sets (the accused says) that will pay in full if 
ho is granted a reasovable time. The embar- 
rassment of the house caused great auxiety, as 
it stood at the head of the produce trade bere. 
The preliminary examination of the acoused 
will commence on Wednesday vext. The stock 
market, in consequence of this troubie, was 
very depressed this forenoon, and a further fail 
occurred in bank shares.

Burning of the Wxushington, Pa., Lead 
Work. 

WASHINGTON, Pa., March 17—Midnight.— 
[Special.]—The largest fire ever known here to- 
nivht entirely consumed the Washington Lead 
Works, the loss of which is estimated, including 
buildings, machinery, and stock, at $150,000, ow 
which there is an insurance of about $50,000 or 
$60,000. The origin of the fire is not known, but 
it is supposed that it began in the paint or pack- 
ing room where the men were at work soldering 
cans for shipment. The fire was first discovered 
at about 10 o'clock p. m., and in a few moments 
bad eaten its way into the heart of the building, 
consuming everything in its path. Io two hours 
the building was a mass of ruins. The night- 
turn of workmen were on duty, and some of 
them made narrow escapes, especialiy one man 
who happened to be sleeping in the buliding. 
The flre-engiues were all out, and did good serv- 
ice, but to no avail, for the fames were furious 
and not to be subdued until’ there was nothing 
pete to consume. Adjacent to these buila- 

stands an extensive grain-elevator beiong- 
me to George Davis, one of the larwest Krain 
dealers in this rt of the country. This 
building was filled with loose and packed bay, 
and for au hour was in great danger of burning. 
Had this building caught, one-fourth of the 
town must have been consumed. Fifty hands 
are thrown out of employment by the fire. ‘tne 
works were started running in the latter part of 
February, 1882. In tnespring of 1880 ward 
Little, an Englishman, of this place, pu d 
the property of the Washington Lead orks 
Company. The association was composed of 
Mr. Little, W. W. Smith, an extensive dry-goods 
merebantand private banker, Joho A. Best, a 
wealthy dealer in ary goods, notiona, etc., and 
Frederick King, a prominent and wealthy citt- 
zen of Pitsburg. The Company purchased the 
land of Mr. Little and erected the buildings upon 
the site. In about six months after starting the 
works Mr. Little retired and W. R. Sweiizer, of 
Pittsburg, took his place. J. H. Stokes is now 
one of the stockholders. The capacity of the 
works when opened was 1,000 tons per year. 
This bas been added to-till its capacity is now 
several times that. The firm manufactured 
white lead, paints, etc., by the American process. 
Mr. Smith, the principal stockbolder, teils your 
correspundent that the works will be rebuilt at 
once. ) 


Burning of a River Steamer. 

New ORLEANS, La., March 17.—(Special.]— 
There has been u terrible fatality among steam- 
boats this season m the lower rivers. Intelli- 
gence is received of the burning and total loss of 
the steamer Grand Isle on Thursday last at 2 
o'clock In the afternoon at Wilson Landing on 
Black Kiver, about twenty miles below Trinidi. 
The Grand Isle was chartercd to run in the 
Texas River and Bayou Macon trade in place of 
the steamer Yazoo which sunk on the night of 
the 3d inst. about thirty-five miles above 
this city. She left here on the Tth 
inst. in charge of the officers of the Yazoo. Her 
cargo of 300 Dales of cotton and 2,000 sacks of 
cotton-seed was destroyed, but was fully cov- 
ered by insurance in New Orleans companies. 
No lives were lost. The Grand Isle was owned 
by Capt. John F. Kranz, valued at $25,000, and 
insured for $10,000 in the New Orleans Losurance 
Company. She was builtin May, 188, at Cu- 
cinnati, and ran last summer between New Or- 
aes and Grand Isle, for which trade she was 

unt.

In response to further questions he said: It 
bas always been believed and taugt in our 
schools, and colleges, and books that decay of 
the teeth was produced by acids. A great ma- 
jority of dentists still practice on this 
belief. We believe. this is éntirely 
erreneous. We cannot discover any acid 
in cari ous dentine, but we do discover {bacteria 
in all carious structures. These little things are 
fouod in abundance wherever decay is going on, 
and as they do not naturally belong there and 
are known to be the agents of fermentation 
and decomposition, we bold they are the prime 
cause ot the decay.“ 

“In what way ao bacteria attack teeth?” 

“They get into the tube-cells, and, by ab- 
sorbing the life-matter or bioplasm, the pony

“Can you kill wem?“ 

“ Yes; without this ability our knowledge of 
their existence, appearance, and function would 
be of little value. By the proper use of various 
antiseptics or disinfectors we claim to be able 
to destroy them and prevent their increase, and 
if all our instructions are obeyed we ought to 
be able in t cases to prevent decay.” 

“Will t theory, when practically carried 
out, remove the necessity of extracting teeth? 

“This is the aim of all theories and all 
good dentists, but we germ men believe that, 
knowing the actual cause of decay, we can more 
effectually and unerringly apply the remedy, 
and that the time will come when young peo- 
ple's teeth will be so cared for that all decay, as 
the Irishman wouid remark, will be arrested be- 
fore its starts.“

A Contest Between Rival Music Agents. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by Wiiliam M. Madden against W. A. Evans & 
Bro., music dealers of Boston, and V. D. Dygert, 
their agent here, to prevent them from selling 
their music bere. Complainant says that in De- 
cember, 1881. Evans & Bro. made an agreement 
with John C. F. Clark by which they sold him, 
for $1,500, all the stock of sheet-music in the 
store in Chicago, together with the lease.of the 
store,and all the fixtures and office furniture, 
and the music business and good will of the 
firm. Clark was also to have the sole right 
forever to sell the music of Evans & 
Bro-, much of which was copyrighted, in 
any part of the United States and Canada west 
of a north end south line midway between Bos- 
ton and Chicago. Evans & Bro. agreed to fur- 
nish Clark. his heirs or assigns, all their music 
he needed at the rate of $15 a thousand sheets, 
and all the catalogs and circulars necessary, 
and to aliow him to use their name in advertis- 
ing or K. ete.

Items. 

The bucket-sbop cases of the Metropdlitan 
and Cosmopolitan Grain Exchanges against the 
Western Union and Gold & Stock Telegraph 
Companies weré set for argument yesterday 
morning before Judge Tuley on a motion to 
dissolve the temporary injunctions which were 
granted about a year ago when the bills were 
filed. The Judge, however, dad a long list of 
contested motions to bear and was obliged to 
go to the Criminal Court before be got through, 
so that the bucket-shop cases were not reached. 
They will probably be taken up next Saturday 
if the Judge can hear them. In the case of the 
Public Grain & Stock Exchange, a bond was, 
filed to have the case transferred to the Federal 
Courts. Before Judge Moran, the case jof 
Cosmopolitan Grain Exchange against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company was dismissed at 
compiainant’s costs. 

A moon for a new trial was argued before 
Judge Rogers in the case of F. S. James & Uo. 
against Al Hankins, on the ground that the ver- 
dict was contrary to the evidence. The Judge 
overruled the motion, and the defendant took 
time to decide whether or not he would appeal. 
This was a suit to recover money lost by piain- 
tiffs’ clerk in the defendant's gambling-house, 
and pinintiffs recovered a verdict for $1,500. 


Divorces. 

Mary Bader filed a bill Saturday against Bone- 
facius Bader asking for a divorce on the ground 
of desertion.

Magashichiro Sugi, Masakato Jehibashi, Mis- 
cbhinori 8. Nagasaki,~and K. Sugi, Yokohama, 
Japan, arrived atthe Pacific lasteventng via 
the Lake Shore Road, and walked into the hotel 
unheraided and alone, asking merely for rooms 
and supper.

Other Prominent Persons Whose Bodies Re- 
pose in Nicene Cemeteries. 


Nice, France, Feb. 25.—{Speelal Correspond- 
ence. ] I am soon to leave this enchanted land for 
my Parisian home, and, before making my last 
preparations tor departure, I fulfilled my 
cherished desire of making a pligrimage to the 
tomb of Gambetta. The cemetery in which the 
great statesman has been laid o rest is beauti- 
fully situated on the slope of o@e or the mount- 
ains that surround Nice with an amphitheatre- 
shaped barrier. It lies high up on the mount- 
ain-side—the road to it being 80 steep and uar- 
row that the use of all carriages at funerals is 
prohibited by law, as the meeting of two funer- 
al-trains, the one ascending and the other de- 
scending, would certainly prove disastrous. The 
cemetery itself is composed of a series of pla- 
teaus, rising the one abote the other. 

THE FIRST MONUMENT 

that strikes the visitor on passing through the 
gateway commemorates a terrible disaster; it is 
that erected by the municipality of Nice in 
memory of the persons who perished at the 
burning of the opera-house two years ago. It 
isa vast grauit pyramid, bearing the names 
of the victims in gilt letters on tablets set 
in relief on three of the four sides, while on the 
fourth is an inscription stating the purport of 
the monument, aud by whom it was erected. 
Underneath that granit mass, impressive and 
imposing in its very simplicity, ue interred the 
masses of charred and shapeless fragments of 
bumanity that were recovered from the ruins, 
and that were past identification. Not all the 
victims of that terrible March might are buried 
there, the bodies of several having been taken 
possession of by their friends. 

Passing this melancholy monument we ascend 
a series of steps to the right, mounting upward 
and still upward, till we reach the highest point 
of all, and we find ourselves fac@ to face with 

THE CUBIOUS TEMPORARY MONUMENT 
erected in honor of Gambetta. It is a pyramid- 
shaped structure of wood, painted black. and 
nung from apex to base with the wreaths and 
devices in black and white beads that were sent 
from all quarters of France to figure in the 
funeral procession. There are hundreds of 
them; there is not an inch of space left 
vacant on the pyramid, Op the 
wooden railings that surround the in- 
closure are hung quantities of the garlands in 
flowers or immorteiles, while others are piléd up 
at the four corners of the spaceinside. The 
whole bears an aspect that is inexpressibly 
gloomy and depressing. The tawdey glisten of 
the beads, and the gaudy yellow of the immor- 
telles, are so different froin what American taste 
would suggest as fitted for the decoration of a 
grave; the brown, crumbling masses that bad 
‘once been blooming flowers; the rain-drenc@ed 
crape hanging in doleful wisps fröm many of 
the wreaths: the tricolored ribbons, faded and 
solled by exposure to the weather, that deo- 
orated others—aill produced a sense of dismal 
incongruity. 

One had to look around at the view that lay 
beneath our feet to realize how Atting was this 
spot for 

THE REPOSE OF A DEAD HERO. 

There below us lay Nice the beautiful, set in 
her amphitheatre of dark-blue mountains, 
kissed by the laughing sea—a vision of loveliness 
in the radiant sunshine. We turned away from 
the heaped-up mass of funeral trophies, and 
from the siowly-decaying wreaths, with a 
sense of desolation impossible to define. Our 
guide—an alert little old woman—picked up 
some ciusters of the bright yellow immorteiles 
which had fallen from the wreaths, and offered 
them to us as memorials of our visit. It was no 
vandalism on our part to take them—the paths 


all around the ioclosure were u with them. 
But the body of Gambetta is & interred at 
that point—the very spot one id think best 


fitted for histomb. He was burried in the fam- 
ily vault, or, to speak plainly, in the family- 
grave. Ona lower plateau of the cemetery, in 
one of a row of graves, packed as close the one 
against the other as the beds in a hospital-ward, 
the corpse of the great statesman has been laid. 
bis coffin being superposed upon those of bis 
mother and bis aunt. The so-called vault, to 
judge by the vacant ones just beyond, which lay 
all ready and open to the hght, is of rather less 
dimensions than those prepared in an American 
cemetery to receive a single tenant. They are 
about six feet long by ten deep, or peshavs 
rather shallower; and are separated tue one 
from the other, not by intervening layers of 
earth, but by slabs of stone merely. So, in this 
CRAMPED, CROWDED SPACE, 
the body of Léon Gambetta has been interred, 
after a fashion that to an American scems most 
painfully inappropriate. Possibly some other 
form of sepulture may be finally adopted. So 
far there is pot even an inscription commemo- 
rating him above the grave. The headstone 
bears in bronze a medallion-portrait of its first 
occupant, Mile. Massabie, but of Léon Gam- 
betta there is no trace except a profile portrait 
in silver on a black background, which, set in a 
giass case, has been laid upon the grave, and 
which has not even the merit of bemg a good 
likeness. A tricolored flag and one in red silk 
bearing an inscription in gold letters leaned 
turled around their staves against the head- 
stone. Frosh flowers were piled upon the grave, 
and amongst these tributes was a cross in im- 
mortelles bearing the card of M. Hyacinthe 
Loyson (Pére Hyacinthe).,. Another offering, a 
wreath of immortelles, bad been laid there by 
the greatest of living French actors, the elder 
Coquelin. He came al the way to Nice 
from Paris on the conclusion of his Viennese 
engagement, merely staying for tweuty-four 
hours, to pay a visit to the tomb of bim whom 
he had loved with a love surpassing that of a 
brother. The fervent friendship that existed 
between these two celebrated men, each 80 
great and in such widely-diverging lines, finds 
its parallel in the intimacy betWeen Napoleon 
the Great and Talma. 
SOME OTHER DISTINGUISHED PERSONS 
are interred in this picturesque cemetery. 
Amongst them is Julia Kavanagh, the English 
(or rather the Irish) novelist, who died a few 
years ago. Her monument, a model of rich and 
tasteful beauty, is ornamented with clusters of 
shamrocks, very beautifully carved—an embiem 
of the land of her birth. The inscription, be- 
sides her name and the usual dates, is the 
Scriptural quotation: “She rests from her la- 
bors, and her works do follow her —an epitaph 
which, in its appropriate simplicity and good 
taste, contrasts pleasantiy with the affected 
conventionality of the “eternal regrets” and 
“inoonsolable survivors’ of the French in- 
scriptions. Mr. Wilbour, for twenty-seven 
years the United States Consui at Nice, ts buried 


in the foreign division of the ceme- 
tery. Here too repose many Ger- 
mans who have come to Nice to seek 


for health, and found eternal rest instead. Very 
touching are some of the epitaphs on these 
tombs in their simple and unaffected pathos. 
On one we read: Thou in peace—we in tears.“ 
(Du in Frieden—wir in Thranen); whilst on an- 
other the only words engraved are: “To our 
only son”’—a line fraught with the truer ex- 
pression of a great grief than ali the Eternal 
rexrets in Pére-la-Chaise. 

OUR LATE BELOVED AND REGRETTED CON- 
SUL, 

Mr. Vesey, was interred, not here, but in the 
English cemetery, which lies at the other ex- 
tremity of the city. No stone or any other 
memorial marks the spot where rests the good 
and kindly gentleman, whose polished manners 
and genial nature made bim so widely popular 
iu the society of Nice; while many of our coun- 
trymen should have reason to remember his 
great kiodoess and the deep futerest which the 
took in the welfare of bis fellow-citizens. If 


every American to whom he showed a courtesy 
or on whom he conferred a favor would con- 
tribute a few francs towards a stone to place 
above his grave. bis last rest ins- place would not 
long a ee and unhonored.

RAILROADS. 


EasiBound Freight Shipments still 
Very Meavy—Probabilities of a Fight 
Between the Trunk Lines During the 
Summer, 

Although navigation will be open in less than 
a mouth, there is no decline worth mentioning 
in east-bound freight shipments from this city. 
The railroad officials themselves express sur- 
_ brise that freight shipments to the East should 
be so heavy at this season of the year, and the 
business done during the last four weeks ex- 
ceeds their most sanguine expectations. East- 
bound shipments at this season of the year were 
never so heavy as at present. During the week 
just passed the shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions amounted to 67,509 tons, against 39,- 
571 tons for the correspoading week in 1882, and 
48,382 tons in 1881. Thus it will be seen that at 
present east- bound shipments are about twice 
as heavy as they were at this time last year, and 
about one-third more than at this season in 
1881, when east-bound shioments were consid- 
ered unusually heavy. The cause of the pres- 
eut boom is the brisk demand for flour and corn 
inthe East and the advance in prices of those 
articles following the floods in the Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers. Shippers seem to feel that 
the prices of grain and flour are now higher 
thau they will be later in the season, and for 
this reason they are anxious to dispose of ail the 
stuff they can get at once, without waiting for 
the lower rates which will follow the opening of 
navigation. It is hard to tell how much longer 
this boom will last. Much of the corn on hand 
bas been disposed of already, and if shipments 
continue as heavy as they are now for afew 
weeks longer, it is quite certain that business 
both by rail and lake will be unusually light 
during the summer.

CIGARM AK ERS. 


Those Who Make the Rolls and Those 
Whe Sell Them Mave a Conference= 
The Former Demand an Advance of 
$1 Per Thousand. 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago Cigar 
Marufacturers’ Association met at Quincey No. 
9, corner of Randolph and La Salle streets, Friday 
evening. There were present G. Wagenftnhr, 
Waiter J. Van Vilet, Henry Bonn, Jonn Lussem, 
George C. Tate, and Nick Hand. 

Joseph Hack, J. J. Selig, and C. W. Rowan 
were present as a committee from Cigarmakers' 
Union, No, 14, appointed to confer with the man- 
ufacturers in regard to an advance in wages. 

Mr. Wagenfubr stated the object of the meet- 
ing. The cigarmakers asked a uniform advance 
and their committee would state their views. 

Mr. Rowan, from the committee, said that as 
the taxes were to be reduced May 1 the cigar- 
makers thought labor sbould receive 
portion of ch reduction. The 
had agreed upon a schedule 
they asked the employers to adopt. This meet- 
ing, however, was simply a preliminary one. It 
was contemplated to have a second and larger 
meeting. This action in Chicago was taken in 
connection with the International Union. Other 
cities, the speaker thought, would fail iu lineon 
a uniform bill of prices. 

Mr. Wagenfubr said it must be understood 
that this was an infurmai meeting. No action 
here taken could be finai. The Board of Direct- 
ors were summoned to hear the request, but 
they couid not act until they had reported to the 
association. 

John Lussem said that manufacturers bad 
been working without a dollar's profit on a 
thousand cigars, oWing to the increase in the 
price of leaf. But, in view of all the facts, be 
favored an advance. 


THE DISCUSSION. 


Mr. Hack urged that the cigarmakers wre en- 
titled to the advance. He claimed that the em- 
loyers could afford to pay it. The smoking pub- 
ic would not receive any beuent from the re- 
duction of the tax, but the retail dealer was 
making much the heaviest profits. The man- 
ufactures were realizing light profits and the 
cigarmakers were not getting rich. This move- 
ment, virtually, was against the retailers, whose 
protits were from 50 to 100 per cent.

CHICAGO, March 17.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Your allusion in Friday's issue, u 
of “Apartment Houses,” to the insecure condi- 
tion of tenants in the Ontario was doubtiess 
made by some one not wholly acquainted with 
the facts as to the actual construction of the 
building.

The New Bishop of Indiana—An Ua- 
certain Reply. . 
Following is the letter written by the Rev. Dr. 


Nicholson, the rector of St. Mark’s Church, Phil- 


adelphia, who was recently elected Bishop of 
Indiana. It will be seen that it is yet doubtful 
whether he will accept the high office which has 
been tendered bim. It is probable that a more 
definit reply will be received in a few days. 

Rev. and Dear Brother: Your very kind let- 
ter is here. I must also thank You for the af- 
fectionate tone of the telegram received by me 
on the night of last Wednesday. I cannot tell 
you of the wo and pain which has been my meat 
and drink day and nigeht since the matter of 
this election was put before me. It yet reads to 
me only as a dream and vision. And even 
now I am loath to believe that indeed this call to 
the office of a Bishop, and one who swall repres 
sent bur Lord Christ to his church and people, 
does not really rest upon me. 

What urges me to say ves“ to this call is the 
strange unexpectedness of it in every way, both 
to the church in Indiana and to mysell. But 
what, on the other hand, staggers me is my utter 
lack of experience, my unknown name in the 
church. and my age. To say that I love my 
people here, and have nothing but teuder and 
sympathetic hearts all about me, is, l know, 
saying nothing unusual, since that is one of the 
many blessings God is ever giving to his priest-

can say the same. But when I say, too, that 1

The leading produce markets were active on 

Saturday, and irregular. Grain was unusually 

weak during the greater part of the day, but re- 

acted sharply toward the close, while provisions 
were relatively quiet and strong. 


The weakness in breadstuffs was partially ex- 
plained by reference to the crop statisticg from 
Washington, published in Tue TRIBUNE OF Sat- 


urday. There is reason to believe that the state- 
ment was known in Wasbington early on Friday 
and its substance telegraphed to a few parties in 
New York, as well as to one or twohere. They 
rusbed in orders to sell, which reached our 
Board of Trade about 12:30 o' clock, and caused 
tho extra weakness which was erroneously at- 
tributed then to a suspicion of hot corn in hi- 
cago elevators. That weakness led to the s@nd-. 
ing out ot heavy margin calis from this city, ang 
many of them were responded to on Saturday 
morning, with ordersfo sell, boiders not caring 
to carry the load turther. This resulted in a 
vigorougtbrowing of stuff during the first two 
hours. At the bottom the offerings were taken 
so freely as to cause a sbarp reaction, and the 
later feeling was quite strong. 

The dipping of May wheat below $1.10 d of 
May corn below ee was the signal for at men- 
dous volume of trading. There were orders 
here both te buy and seil very many millions of 
busbels at those figures if they should be 
touched. Many Suyers fixed that as a limit 
sume weeks ago, and numerous bolders had de- 
cided that it would not be safe to risk losses if 
those points should ever be passed. The result 
was a volume of trading which has had no paral- 
lel this calendar year. 

Provisions were rather slow, but generally 
firm, though unsettied early in the day. Pork 
declined Be, then advanced o, and closed 2c 
above the latest prices of Friday, at $18.67'¢ for 
May: there was not much trading exvept that 
9,500 bris changed hands within a few seconds 
between two operators. Lard deciined 7‘4c, and 
recovered the drop, closing’ the same as on Fri- 
day afternoon, at $11.45 bid for May, a promi- 
nent holder being engaged in unloading till 
towards noon. Short ribs were quite weak, de- 
clining 15c, and closing at a disadvantage of de. 
at 89.7 ½ for May. The local bog market 
was firm, but there were estimates out 
that the receipts of the coming week will 
aggregate about 80,000 head. The market for 
product was quite weak early, in sympathy with 
grain, but was held by parties who knew that 
there was a very good export demand for meats. 
Some 2,000 bris of loogs and shorts were taken at 
Ine. and about 800 boxes shoulders at 7 ., both 
being outside price’ as compared with the re- 
cent range on futures. There was not a good 
speculative demand at any time on Saturday, 
the trading being mostly local. and most of the 
time the market was really dull, the excitement ‘ 
in grain drawing a good many operators away 
from the provision circle. The hog-packing of 
this city sinee the close of Fobruaty is esti- 
mated at 78.000 bead, against 72,000 for the same 
tifme in 1882, and 96,000 fér do two years ago. 

Flour was more active and quite strong. There 
was a much better export demand, one round 
lot of 6,000 sacks changing hands to an exporter, 
besides several smaller lots. The local trade 
was dullinaympathy with the break in wheat, 
but buyers on tne other side of the Atlantic 
were disposed to take hold freely, after about 
six weeks of lethargy, during the early part of 
which time they had more flour offered them at 
home by Western millers than was wanted.

The public tele- 
grams from Europe noted a steady tone, but the 
private@mbies said that a better feeling pre- 
vailed, dad some of them brought orders to buy 
large quantities of four. Also the news from 
California said no rain and fears ot almost 
total failure of the wheat crop for want of it. 
The news was decidedly favorable to biber 
prices here, but fine weather in the West and 
the margin calis above referred to brought 
out big offerings, under which the mar- 
ket sank rapidly, with only mod- 
erate buying at anything over $110 for 
May.
